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Allowable Subject Matter 

I. Claims 2-4 and 16-31 are allowed. 

Independent claims 2-3, 16, 19 are directed towards a video encoding method including 
. .an output unit configured to output the encoded bit stream generated by the encoder as an 
encoded output, wherein the encoding parameter generator includes a setting unit configured to 
correct a frame rate and as well as a quantization step by setting a weighted parameter to the 
frame rate as well as setting a weighted parameter to the quantization step size for macro blocks 
of frames to be encoded for each scene on the bases of the statistical feature amount relating to a 
distribution of luminance for each macro block. . which is a feature that is not anticipated nor 
obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 4, 17-18, 20-31 are allowed for reasons 
conceming the independent claims.
